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Fargo keeps nervous watch over Red River— and waits for another storm

FARGO, N.D. Fargo residents came together at 
churches Sunday and prayed they would be 
spared the Red River’s wrath as water burst 
a levee and swamped a school, providing a 
powerful omen for the type of disaster that 
could strike at any time. 

Church services that are a staple of life on 
Sunday mornings in Fargo took on greater 
significance as people gathered after a week of 
sandbagging, worrying and helping neighbors 
and prayed that their levees would keep hold- 
ing the water back. They bowed their heads, 
sang hymns and held their hands in prayer, and 
the mayor opened his briefing with a blessing. 

The Red River continued its slow retreat 
Sunday after cresting a day earlier, dropping 
to 40.02 feet— still more than 22 feet above 
flood stage. The river may still fluctuate up 
to a foot and remain at dangerous levels for a 


TWO DEATHS 

Public works officials were closely 
monitoring the flooding situation to make 
sure that water and sewer systems remain 
safe. Flooding statewide was blamed for 
two deaths, in central and western North 
Dakota, in what health officials said were 
apparent heart attacks brought on by 
flood-prevention exertions. 

week, testing the long line of sandbag levees 
that residents hastily constructed all week. 

Fargo faces another test this week as a storm 
approached with up to a half-foot of snow and 
wind gusts that could send waves crashing into 
and over the already-stressed levees. 

The sandbag effort resumed Sunday as 
helicopters began dropping one-ton sand- 
bags into the river to deflect its violent cur- 
rent and keep it from eroding vulnerable 


areas of the dike system. 

North Dakota has more than 2,400 National 
Guard troops engaged across the state. 

The helicopter sandbag effort was focused 
on an area of the river that put another scare 
in the city during the night when it burst 
past a levee and submerged a Lutheran 
school campus. 

Oak Grove Lutheran Principal Morgan 
Forness said city officials, the Army Corps 
of Engineers, and the National Guard unsuc- 
cessfully tried to contain the gushing water 
after a floodwall buckled around 1:30 a.m. 
The water kept spreading and “we couldn’t 
contain it. ... it’s inundating all of the build- 
ings,” said Principal Morgan Forness. 

“The campus is basically devastated. They 
fought the good fight. They lost and there’s 
nothing wrong with that,” Mayor Dennis 
Walaker said. 


Man kills 
2 sisters, 
but police 

save 3rd

MILTON, Mass. A man on a rampage fatally 
stabbed his 17-year-old sister, decapitated 
his 5-year-old sister in front of a police 
officer and then headed toward his 9 -year- 
old sister with a knife in his hand before 
officers shot him amid what their chief 
described as “a killing field.” 

There was no clear motive for the 
events that unfolded Saturday in a tony 
Boston suburb. But there was no doubt at 
the carnage wrought by 23-year-old Kerby 
Revelus against his three sisters in the 
two-family home they shared with their 
parents and grandmother. 

Bianca was killed as a cake for her fifth 
birthday sat on the kitchen table. Sarafina 
dialed 911 and watched police shoot her 
brother as her elder sister, Samantha, lay 
dead on the floor. 

Sarafina was hospitalized Sunday with 
defensive wounds to her hands and stab 
wounds in her abdomen and one of her 
legs. 

“In policing, we see the raw human emo- 
tion every day, but to think that a human 
being could afflict such an atrocious, vio- 
lent act on his own family is unbelievable,” 
Milton police Chief Richard G. Wells Jr. 
said. “When I walked up to the first offi- 
cer (on the scene), I could see the whole 
story right in his face. This just told me 
that this was something very bad.” 

Investigators believe Revelus targeted 
Samantha, a senior at Milton High School, 
and fatally stabbed her with a household 
knife while their grandmother, who neigh- 
bors say lives on the first floor, was doing 
laundry in the basement. The children’s 
parents, whose identities weren’t immedi- 
ately revealed, were away; their mother is a 
nurse at a Boston hospital. Wells said. 

Revelus had recently served jail time on 
a gun charge. Wells said. Police had been 
called to the family’s house in 2004 after a 
domestic violence report that Revelus had 
punched a woman living there. Wells said.

POTTY MOUTH DIVIDE? 

Is there a swearing double standard? 

Not nearly as much as there used to be, but gender differences 
persist. 

In a 2006 AP poll, 54 percent of men admitted to swearing at 
least a few times a week, compared with 39 percent of women. 

And 74 percent of women say they were bothered by profanity, 
compared with 60 percent of men. 

Chicago comedian Patti Vasquez (left), who toils in a potty- 
mouthed industry, said she’s been told she’s “too cute’’ to talk like that. 

“People seem to think it’s uglier coming from women,’’ Vasquez 
said. “It’s like smoking a cigar.’’

Marie-Helene Gerlib-Barr, a lovely young 
woman studying printmedia at the Art 
Institute, has a big {bleeping] problem. 

Try as she might, Gerlib-Barr can’t seem to 
stop dropping the “f-bomb” in casual conver- 
sation. She challenged herself to not use it for 
a day, but it slipped out— twice— without her 
even noticing. 

“We’ve become numb to the word,” said 
Gerlib-Barr, 20, who believes she caught the 
cussing bug after moving to Chicago from 
Cape Cod, Mass., to attend school. 

But there are some words Gerlib-Barr won’t 
say The “c-word.” The “n-word.” And what is 
now being referred to as the “r-word.” 

“I’ve kept ‘retarded’ in check,” said Gerlib- 
Barr, who lives in Pilsen. “It’s like calling 
something ‘gay’ People don’t mean it in that 
way, but it has a bad connotation.” 

What makes a bad word so bad anymore? 
It of course depends on whom you ask, where 
you are and how you say it. 

An increasingly relaxed, anything-goes 
society seems to be shrugging its shoulders at 
the b-word, the s-word and even the f-word in 
some cases, yet balking at words that could be 
construed as insults. 

In a new campaign against the r-word, the 
Special Olympics has declared Tuesday a 
“national day of awareness” to remind people 
that casually dropping “retarded” is “just as 
cruel and offensive as any other slur.” The 
campaign, which is targeted at people ages 18 
to 30, comes in the wake of President Obama’s 
“Tonight Show” faux pas, in which he likened 
his low bowling score to those achieved in the 
Special Olympics. 

While Obama never used the r-word, young 
people, in particular, tend to slip it into their 
speech as a substitute for “stupid.” 

“I know I shouldn’t, but I do,” said 20-year- 
old Vicky Castro, of McKinley Park, though 
she said she’s careful not to say it in front of 
people who might take offense. 

Problem is, it’s hard to tell who those peo- 


ple are. 

Devon Hall, 43, of south suburban 
Burnham, said he doesn’t mind swearing, but 
he gets upset with words like “retarded,” “stu- 
pid” and “ugly,” which he thinks are inherent- 
ly negative. Swear words, on the other hand, 
express emotion. 

Even so. Hall said there’s a difference 
between swearing while trash- talking on the 
basketball court (which he does) and drop- 
ping the f-bomb in conversation with your 
grandmother (which he says his aunt recently 
did, to his horror). 

Though once-taboo words like “crap,” 
“sucks” and “pissed off” barely register as 
swears anymore, and the s-word has lost much 
of its shock value, the f-word is still off-limits 
in most company But some think its ubiquity 
is causing it to lose its impact. 

“If the f-word becomes more common than 
it already is, I don’t know what people will 
say when they get mad,” said Jim O’Connor, 
author of “Cuss Control.” 

The Supreme Court currently is consider- 
ing whether the FCC can fine broadcasters for 
allowing “fleeting” expletives on the air, such 
as when Bono in 2003 accepted his Golden 
Globe award by calling it “really {f— ing] bril- 
liant.” The FCC prohibits profane and inde- 
cent language that is “sexual or excretory” in 
nature from airing from 6 a.m. to 10 p.m., but 
just what is indecent depends on context and 
is determined on a case-by-case basis. 

O’Connor, who lives in Fake Forest, said 
even casual swearing offends people who 
don’t want to hear it. 

There have been efforts to legislate swear- 
ing. Chicago Public Schools recently declared 
that coaches could face a life-time ban from 
working for the school district if they use 
“profane or abusive language” toward stu- 
dents. Fos Angeles County this year declared 
the first week of March “no-cussing week,” 
though it didn’t impose any penalties. 

To Timothy Jay, psychology professor at the 
Massachusetts College of Fiberal Arts and 
author of “Cursing in America,” such initia- 


tives are “a complete waste of time.” 

“These things are about as logical as having 
a rule against farting,” Jay said. 

There’s no scientific evidence showing that 
swearing is harmful. Jay said, and in fact he 
believes it can be beneficial. People swear as 
a form of catharsis and stress relief, or in place 
of physical violence, he said (though there’s 
scant evidence of that, too). 

Swearing comprises, on average, 0.3 to 0.7 
percent of our daily language— or about 50 
of the 10,000 words we say per day. Jay said. 
One-third to half of our swears are the f- and 
s-words. Jay said. 

Two percent of all words on MySpace are 
swears and 3 percent of chatroom words are 
obscene, which works out to one obscenity 
every two minutes, studies have shown. 

Kate Osterholz, a high school teacher, 
spends much of her days exhorting teens to 
stop swearing and giving detention when they 
do. Osterholz, 25, said she doesn’t curse her- 
self and gets offended by it. 

“I do have a negative reaction,” said 
Osterholz, of Roscoe Village. “It strikes me 
as less intelligent.” 

Fuckily Osterholz didn’t seem to notice 
when a compound expletive burst from a 
man a few bar tables away from her during a 
particularly tense moment on the first night 
of March Madness. 

“C’mon, CBS, you a— f — s!” cried Mike 


Banaszek, 31, as he anxiously eyed the TV 
screen at Fakeview bar Four Shadows, wait- 
ing for the network to switch from one close 
basketball game to another. 

Banaszek, who lives in Wicker Park, admits 
he has a foul mouth, especially at work. No 
one seems to mind, he said. 

“It kind of comes with the territory because 
it’s a high-stress environment,” said Banaszek, 
who works logistics for a transportation com- 
pany 

The Illinois House is currently considering 
the Abusive Work Environment Act, which 
would make an employer liable for malicious 
conduct in the workplace that a reasonable 
person would find hostile or offensive. As it 
is now, it’s not illegal to swear at work, though 
using certain words— like the b-word, the c- 
word, or the r-word— could be considered 
harassment or discriminatory if directed at 
people in a protected class, like gender, race 
and disability 

Web developer Phil Nawrocki, 31, said 
he wouldn’t dream of swearing at his job. 
But among friends, all swear words are fair 
game— except one. 

“There’s one word that’s the dirtiest word,” 
said Nawrocki, of Wrigleyville. 

Could he mean the c-word? 

“That’s awful!” Nawrocki said, squirming at 
the sound of it. “It’s so dirty It’s just sick.”

Cold, snow, slush keep 
some runners away—

Only in Chicago— a city where people pride 
themselves on keeping plans in the face of bad 
weather— could a road race with nearly 14,000 
people running through thick slush and frigid 
puddles be deemed a low turnout. 

Just more than 30,000 people had registered for 
Sunda/s 30 th annual Bank of America Shamrock 
Shuffle, an 8k race that takes runners through River 
North and the Loop. Usually, the race is a sign in 
the running community that spring has come. 

“There’s no doubt the weather kept people 
home,” race spokesperson Marianne Caponi said. 

Watching the weather for the past 10 days, 
race organizers ordered heated buses and extra 
blankets as backup at the medical tents. Snow 
fell overnight, and watery chunks continued to 
grow on the streets and sidewalks in the morning 
as temperatures stayed in the low 30s, making for 
a slick running route and soaked-through shoes. 

Caponi pointed out that 95 percent of the race’s 
competitors are from the Chicago area, where 
training in snow or slush is the norm for nearly 
half the year. No serious injuries were reported 
during the race, Caponi said. 

“They know what they’re getting in to,” Caponi 
said. “For the serious runner, this is a lot of fun.” 


WINNERS CIRCLE 

Deena Kastor, 36, of Mammoth Lakes, Calif., 
and the 2004 bronze medalist in the Athens 
Olympic marathon, finished first among women 
with a time of 27 minutes and 15 seconds. 
Emmanuel Korir won the men’s division with a 
time of 24 minutes and 18 seconds. 

Bob O’Brien, 38, of Naperville, was running 
the Shuffle for the third time, and said four of his 
friends, some using more colorful language than 
others, called him Sunday morning to say they were 


taking a pass on the race. Running with O’Brien 
was Christy Burkard, 35, of Arlington Heights, who 
suffered a weather-related wardrobe malfunction. 
The water-soaked cuffs of her long running pants 
became so heavy that gravity took over. 

“I was running and I realized, ‘My pants are 
falling down,’ ” Burkard said, adding that she 
managed to stay clothed for the rest of the race 
and finished in good spirits. 

Many runners didn’t seem to notice the cold. 

“O.M.G.,” said one teenage race watcher. 
“They’re wearing shorts!”

Rider shares CTA opinions, wins $5,000 prize

Aaron Renn is a CTA customer who 
longs for a transit system that “you 
can rely on without having to build 
in ridiculous amounts of time to 
account for delays.” 

Renn said he thinks bus and rail 
service should be more frequent, that 
current fare structures discourage 
people from riding more and that 
it’s insane to build new transit corridors in the 
far outer-ring suburbs at a time when many 
commuting needs are still unmet in urban areas 
where most people live. He wants the CTA to use 
longer trains during the busiest commuting hours 
and to offer riders free transfers. 


While his views may be shared 
by many, what sets Renn apart is 
that he gathered his thoughts into a 
comprehensive proposal that won a 
Chicagoland Chamber of Commerce 
contest aimed at growing transit use 
to I billion rides a year in the region. 
For his effort, Renn received the 
first-place prize of $5,000. 

The goal of the competition was to 
generate new ideas for the CTA, Metra and Pace, 
said Lance Pressl, president of the Chicagoland 
Chamber Foundation. 

The competition generated more than 125 
entries from around the world. Renn and three 
runners-up are from Chicago. 


Renn, 39, laid out a multipronged approach to 
add bus and rail capacity during rush periods in 
areas where the demand for service is strongest. 

His plan envisions introducing 10 -car CTA 
trains on some routes, but doing away with plans 
to build new rail lines, such as the proposed Circle 
Line and extensions of the Red and 'Yellow Lines. 

Instead, offer dynamic pricing incentives to 
attract new riders to the transit system during 
off-peak hours, Renn proposed. Renn would 
offer riders free transfers at all hours, arguing that 
commuters should not pay to switch between 
lines, because that’s like paying a penalty for not 
having a direct route available.

Tiger Woods delivered another 
rock-star moment Sunday at 
Bay Hill by making a birdie on 
the final hole to win the Arnold 
Palmer Invitational by one shot 
and match the largest comeback 
in his PGA Tour career. 

“It feels good to be back in 
contention, to feel the rush,” Woods said. “It’s 
been awhile, but God, it felt good.”

Just like last year, when Woods made a 25- 
foot birdie on the final hole at Bay Hill to 
win by one, he crouched and backpedaled as 
the putt rolled toward the cup. But instead 
of slamming his cap to the ground, he gave a 
roundhouse fist pump and ran into the arms 
of caddie Steve Williams, who lifted him off 
the ground in celebration. 

Welcome back. Tiger. 

“Last year ... there wasn’t any big comeback 


or anything. I was out there just 
competing as usual,” Woods 
said. “This time, it was a little 
bit different. I hadn’t been in the 
mix since the U.S. Open, so it was 
neat to feel the heat on the back 
nine again.” 

Starting the final round five 
shots behind. Woods closed 
with a 3 -under 67 for a one-shot 
victory over hard-luck Sean O’Hair. It was the 
third time he won at Bay Hill with a birdie 
putt on the i8th hole, and this uphill putt was 
the easiest of all. 

Woods had not been atop the leaderboard 
since he won the U.S. Open in a 19 -hole playoff 
last June. He had reconstructive surgery on 
his left knee a week later, and missed the next 
eight months. 

With two indifferent results, there were 
questions whether he would be ready for the 
Masters in two weeks. 

Not anymore.

Mimosas with a twist are adding 
sparkle to spring brunches

Hot toddies, hearty bloody marys and second (sometimes 
third) cups of coffee got us through the winter, but we 
can’t say we’re going to miss them all that much. We’re 
ready for a brunch cocktail with a sunnier disposition: 
the mimosa. And don’t worry about getting stuck with 
the same old OJ and champagne straight through till 
September. These four spots are serving mimosas with a 
twist. Tempted to work one into your Easter plans? Go 
ahead. Most are on board for brunch. 


Tang Cube Mimosa 

The Hearty Boys, Dan Smith and Steve 
McDonagh, went retro when designing the 
cocktail list for the Sunday brunch they launched 
in February at their Boystown studio and 
catering space (3819 N. Broadway 773-244-9866). 
But we’re not talking Sidecar and Sazerac retro. 
We’re talking 1970s Mid-America retro. The Tang 
Cube Mimosa ($7) is a bit like a champagne 
cocktail: You’ve got a glass of sparkling wine and 
cubes-except they’re not sugar cubes, they’re 
house-made Tang cubes. They’re also served on 
the side, so you can make your mimosa as strong 
as you’d like. The bubbly enhances Tang’s already 
fizzy tendencies, so drop in a couple of cubes, sit 
back and watch the show. 

Easter: Open, serving regular menu plus 
specials, including a mimosa made with rose 
water syrup. Entree specials include orange 
blossom pancakes with fresh mixed berries and 
mascarpone and a sweet pea-tarragon-chevre 
frittata. 

Beer Mimosa 

Fulton Market hotspot The Publican (837 W. 
Fulton Market. 312-733-9555) has one of the best 
beer lists in town, so it just wouldn’t be right to 
have a meal here without beer-even if it is 10 
a.m. on a Sunday and that meal is brunch. So 
when the restaurant started serving Sunday 
brunch a few weeks ago, resident beer guru 
Michael McAvena devised the beer mimosa ($8), 
a sudsy spin that blends OJ with a citrusy and 
slightly tart German weissbier, 1809 Berliner 
Weisse, for a bright, bubbly result. 

Easter: Open, serving regular menu 


Black Mimosa 

Stout meets sparkling in the Black 
Mimosa ($6) at Streeterville’s D4 Irish 
Pub & Cafe (345 E. Ohio St. 312-624- 
8385), and we’re pleased to report 
that the two hit it off splendidly. The 
cocktail, sometimes called a Black 
Velvet, looks like a Half and Half 
(Guinness and ale) or a Snakebite 
(Guinness and cider, also sometimes 
called a Black Velvet or a “poor man’s’’ 
Black Velvet), with the Guinness resting 
atop the champagne. When the two 
finally mingle, the result is indeed 
velvety, with just enough effervescence 
to encourage slow sipping. And second 
rounds.

Lanai Sparkler 

Though West Town’s Green Zebra 
(1460 W. Chicago Ave. 312-243-7100) 
doesn’t call it a mimosa, the Lanai 
Sparkler ($8) is just as close a cousin 
as one made with weissbier, Tang 
or Irish stout. The Hawaiian-inspired 
cocktail blends sparkling wine with 
the restaurant’s house-made hibiscus 
tea mix, making for a tart and 
shockingly hot pink complement to 
one of the best Sunday brunches 
around.

Joey McIntyre is on the road again, but not with “Dancing with the 
Stars.” 

“Fd like to get that a little lower down” on the resume, McIntyre 
says, laughing, in a phone interview from his L.A. home. 

“Not that Fm not proud of it. I have a great sense of 
humor about it. I learned a lot from that show” 

Yet in a career that includes a leading-man stint on 
Broadway and a role on TV’s “Boston Public,” it’s not 
the thing for which he most wants to be remembered. 

No worries. 

That undoubtedly will be New Kids on the Block, 
the boy-band-that-begat-all-boy-bands that is once 
again inspiring screams on a well-received reunion tour. 

Without “Dancing with the Stars,” it might not have 
happened, McIntyre says. 

“The manager for that tour, Jared Paul, is our manager now,” he 
says. “It’s how we started working together. I saw how he worked and

how he put that tour together. I thought he was capable and knew 
the animal enough that if we wanted to make it happen, he could 
facilitate it. That was definitely part of turning the ignition.” 

Now that the engine is running, McIntyre says that the experience 
is fun, if occasionally weird. 

At 36, McIntyre is about 10 years older than many of the original 
fans who are returning to see him and other no-longer-kids Jordan 
Knight, Jonathan Knight, Donnie Wahiberg and Danny Wood. 
Teenagers learning about the group from “Click Click Click” and 
the Ne-Yo collaboration “Single” off the 2008 reunion “The Block” 
are also in the mix. 

“We’ve had a hit video with a lot of airplay so there are these young 
teenage fans,” McIntyre says. “I see these teenage girls looking up, 
screaming, and it’s trippy It’s a range of emotions. 

“It can feel rock ’n’ roll, and it can feel weird at the 
same time. It depends on the moment. I don’t know if 
our fans are brainwashing the next generation or they 
really like us, but they seem to be having a good time.” 

So does McIntyre feel a sense of deja vu when he 
watches the screaming fans of Jonas Brothers or Miley 
Cyrus? 

“My son is only 15 months, so I don’t have any kids 
that would be following it. As far as the hysteria is con- 
cerned, I can identify with that. I don’t know any of 

their songs.” 

On the business side, however, Jonas Brothers’ reality is vastly dif- 
ferent, he says. 

“We had 10 Top-io records, but a lot of people said it flew under 
their radar because our audience was so young,” he says. “Now, it’s 
like the media has changed the way it’s marketed. People respond 
much differently now than they did in 1989.”

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Second City has supernatural history

oviegoers who saw “The Haunting in 
Connecticut” over the weekend got their 
share of supernatural thrills. 

But Chicagoans don’t have to sit in theaters to be 
spooked. In all things ghostly, the Second City is sec- 
ond to none, local paranormal experts say 
The sheer size of the city and it’s propensity for vio- 
lence makes it a center for the paranormal, said Richard 
Crowe, a professional ghost hunter and local historian 
who wrote “Chicago’s Street Guide to the Supernatural,” 


which charts the city’s hauntings and curses, 

“Not only do you have a city with the population of 
a small European county, you’ve had gan^and violence, 
plenty of disasters, death and destruction,” Crowe said, 
“It’s a splendid area for psychic unrest,” 

Elizabeth Rintoul, a tour guide for Chicago 
Hauntings, believes the city’s proximity to Lake

said, “We have plenty of it,” 

With that in mind, RedEye decided to explore some 
of Chicago’s most infamous haunting hot spots.

HAUNTINGS 

Studio audiences’ zom- 
bie-like devotion to

THE WIND CRIES MARY 

Men, if it seems that the hot blond hitch- 
hiker you picked up late one night on Archer 
Avenue injustice is too good to be true, then 
check her pulse. 

Your companion could be Resurrection 
Mary, the area’s most famous ghostly appari- 
tion, No one knows exactly who she was, but 
according to local legend. Resurrection Mary 
was just Mary, a beautiful young Polish woman 
in the 1930s who loved to dance.

People have said they feel an unexplainable cold spot or a 
chill running down their spine in a certain areas of the alley 
Crowe said, adding that he personally felt the chill on one anni- 
versary of Dillinger’s death. 
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DEVIL BABY OF 
HULL HOUSE 

Some claim the film “Rosemarys 
Baby is based on a Chicago 
urban legend that started in 1913, 

Rumors spread that a baby with 
horns, red scaly skin and a tail 
was being kept at Hull House, 

800 S, Halsted St,, which at the 
time was a shelter for immi- 
grants and mothers run by Jane Addams, 

“People also believed that it was born with the ability to speak English right 
out of the womb,” Rintoul said, “Some say it went to churches and it jumped 
around and urinated on pews,” 

People from all over were willing to pay big money to see the Devil Baby, but 
an outraged Addams denied the child existed. No child was ever confirmed to 
be there, but the tale survives to this day. 

Many believe Hull House, now a museum at the University of Chicago dedi- 
cated to Addams, still is haunted, with several ghostly happenings reported, 

“I had a tour group in ‘95 that said they saw a child’s head looking out of a 
second floor window,” Crowe said, “The question always arises, ‘Is it Rosemary’s 
baby back again?”’ ryan smith is a redeye special contributor.

House hoax? 


'Haunting’ in new fiim 
is hooey, say ex-owner, 
author, current residents

Soon after moving to Southington, Conn,, in 
1987, Carmen Reed and her family learned that 
their new home had been a funeral parlor. 

That would become a key element in the 
subsequent horror story that Reed says her 
family endured, a tale that has evolved from 
newspaper articles to a book to a TV docu- 
mentary, The new film version of the story, 
starring Virginia Madsen and Kyle Gallner, 
made $23 million at the box office over the 
weekend, 

“The Haunting in Connecticut” has the 
same outline as several other horror films: A 
family moves into a new home and is plagued 
by other-worldly attacks that force them to 
call in demon hunters and an exorcist. 

That’s just Hollywood foolishness, says 
the family that lives in the house now, along 
with the man who rented the place to Reed’s 
family, and even the author of the first book 
about the case, 

“We love our house,” says Susan Trotta- 
Smith, who has lived in the home with her 
family for the past 10 years, “Nothing strange 
ever happened here,” 

Reed, who was married to Allen Snedecker 
at the time, says she didn’t believe in such 
forces either when the couple and their four 
children moved to Southington, 


“I believed in God, and I believed that the 
devil was a voice in your head, but it couldn’t 
physically knock you around,” Reed said 
recently, “I didn’t believe that houses could 
be haunted,” 

Things got so bad, Reed says, that her 
family called in self-described paranormal 
investigators Ed and Lorraine Warren, who 
became famous for documenting the alleged 
‘Amityville Horror” haunting. 

When author Ray Garton began research- 
ing a non-fiction book about the case, he said, 
the Warrens never produced videotapes they 
claimed proved paranormal activity He also 
said Ed Warren, now deceased, once told 
him to use what he could from interviews 
“and make the rest up,” as long as it was scary 
Garton’s book, “In a Dark Place,” neverthe- 
less was billed as “The most terrifying true 
case of demonic possession ever recorded!” 

The former owner of the home, Darrell 
Kern, says the only truth in the tale is that 
the house had been a funeral home and that 
he rented the first floor to the Snedeckers in 
1987, 

The rest of the story is pure hokum, Kern 
says, A woman who lived in the other half of 
the house while the Snedeckers were there 
never reported scary happenings, and oth- 
ers who lived there afterward reported no 
demonic activity either, Kern says, 

“The neighborhood was haunted by the 
Snedeckers,” Kern says, “That’s the real 
haunting in Connecticut,”
